DX NOTES.... 

This month | can report that the latest major DXpedition will be underway about the time you read this. The 
group heading to VK9M, Mellish Reef, are gathering in Australia as | write this column. The advanced team 
has been in McKay inventorying the large shipment of equipment and procuring last minute items locally. The 
rest of the team is in route and all will be on hand by the 234 and ready for the planned departure on the 25th. 
Operations from Mellish Reef may commence by late on the 29t* of March but more likely the 30%. Last full 
day of operation will be April 8" and they plan to depart from the reef on the 9th. They will operate 24/7 from 6 
stations on all bands 160 — 6 Meters CW, SSB, with particular emphasis on RTTY. 


| have heard many tales about the tremendous band conditions that existed during 1957 at peak of cycle 19, 
the most energetic cycle on record. Tales of 10 meters staying open around the clock, stations from all parts of 
the world being heard at the same time on the same band, etc. Although those days predate my early ham 
days by about a full solar cycle, | can now say | have seen just a hint of what that must have been like. Over 
the last couple of weeks, 10 meters has been just fantastic. Although the band has not open around the clock, 
stations were heard here in the Midwest from just after sunrise until well after sunset. In late afternoon | was 
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hearing Indonesia, Hong Kong, from the West, Myanmar, India, Sri Lanka from over the pole at the same time 
that Crete, Zambia, Ukraine and many other EU and African stations were pounding in from the East. 

Fantastic conditions. Arlyce NB9Q has been closing in on her 10M DXCC and with the great conditions of the 
last 2 weeks has added over 30 new countries to her 10M log. Once the cards roll in, she will be well over her 
100 goal. Perhaps the predictions of a double peak in the current cycle may come true. Only in retrospect at a 
point a couple years down the road will we know for sure. If you haven't been taking advantage of these good 
conditions, not only on 10M but on the other HF bands as well, you might be missing some of the best 
propagation conditions we have had in recent years. And, more importantly, we might not see similar 
conditions for some time into the future. 


A note was passed around among the members of the EIDXA pointing out an interesting article about 
propagation modes on the 160M band during the recent FT5ZM operation. Although | don’t do a lot of 
operating on 160M, | found it and interesting read. Check out this site: http://k9la.us . There are several 
interesting articles on propagation that Carl has authored. Look under the 160M tab as well as the HF tab. 
These are all available for download. | haven't read them all but found the ones | have read well done and Carl 
really seems to know what he is talking about.

MAYOTTE, FH. Hartwig, DL7BC is on as TO7BC until March 4. Activity is on 20 to 10 meters, and possibly 40 
meters, using SSB and various digital modes. This includes an entry in the upcoming CQ World Wide WPX 
SSB contest. QSL to home call. 


AUSTRAL ISLANDS, FO. A group of operators are using TX6G from Raivavae, until April 1. Activity is on 160 
to 10 meters using CW, SSB and RTTY with three stations. This includes being an entry in the upcoming CQ
